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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the yam must be shown or the 
feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d).

Specification 

2. A substitute specification excluding the claims is required pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .125(a) 
because the specification if replete with grammatical errors. 
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A substitute specification must not contain new matter. The substitute specification must 
be submitted with markings showing all the changes relative to the immediate prior version of 
the specification of record. The text of any added subject matter must be shovra by underlining 
the added text. The text of any deleted matter must be shown by strike-through except that 
double brackets placed before and after the deleted characters may be used to show deletion of 
five or fewer consecutive characters. The text of any deleted subject matter must be shown by 
being placed within double brackets if strike-through cannot be easily perceived. An 
accompanying clean version (without markings) and a statement that the substitute specification 
contains no new matter must also be supplied. Numbering the paragraphs of the specification of 
record is not considered a change that must be shown. 

3. A substitute specification in proper idiomatic English and in compliance with 37 
CFR 1 .52(a) and (b) is required. The substitute specification filed must be accompanied by a 
statement that it contains no new matter. 

Claim Objections 

4. Claim 3 is objected to for its inclusion of a chart within the body of the claim, which is 
improper. See MPEP 2173. 05(s). 

Where possible, claims are to be complete in themselves. Incorporation by reference to a 
specific figure or table "is permitted only in exceptional circumstances where there is no 
practical way to define the invention in words and where it is more concise to incorporate by 
reference than duplicating a drawing or table into the claim. Incorporation by reference is a 
necessity doctrine, not for applicant's convenience." Ex parte Fressola, 27 USPQ2d 1608, 1609 
(Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1993) (citations omitted). Reference characters corresponding to 
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elements recited in the detailed description and the drawings may be used in conjunction with the 
recitation of the same element or group of elements in the claims. See MPEP § 608.0 l(m). 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In regards to claims 1-12, it is unclear what Applicant is attempting to claim. 
Specifically, the use of fibers and filaments is unclear. A filament is a single continuous strand 
type of fiber. Staple is a short, discontinuous type of fiber. Applicant's use of terminology is not 
proper. Further still, it is unclear how natural bamboo can be in filament form, since Applicant 
strongly states that the only way it can be in filament form is to be processed in viscose form. 
Likewise still, his chart in claim 3 (erroneously placed) and again in his specification, states 
filament lengths of 30- 100mm, which is improper. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

8. Claims 1-3, as best understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by the British Patent (296333). 
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9. The British Patent teaches a spun yam comprising natural bamboo fibers in a ratio of 
from 30-100% by weight (Page 1, lines 8-18). 

Conclusion 

1 0. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 

disclosure. 

Oda (20030056484), Ryan (5980672), Tanabe et al (5948712), Ryan (5876649), Chuang 
et al (20060021387), and Lampe (20040176008) all teach what is well known in the art.
